COUNTY JU VOE UA SURA LU GIVES 
FIN^NClAL^pONDiTIfcN OF WISE* 


We collect, annually, about $85,- 
000 in taxes for the purpose of run­ 
ning our county government. 
For 
years past* it has required approxi­ 
mately this sum to meet these de­ 
mands, even under normal condition* 
and if once we fall behind, it is hard 
to catch up again. 
iT he county’s affairs are similar to 
those of the individual citizen, ex­ 
cept, of course, on a larger scale. 
We all now realize the effect of high 
prices when we buy for our homes, 
our stores and our farms, but I won­ 
der if the people realize the pioblem 
that now confronts the commission­ 
ers’ court in its efforts to Cary on/ 
the business and meet these increas­ 
ed prices? 
As an illustration,— Very recently 
one 
commissioner 
bought 
a small 
bridge that cost him 
$2750. 
Not 
long ago, that bridge 
could 
have 
been purchased for $1000. 
Lumber 
such as we buy has advanced from 
$3.00 up to $7.50. 
Tools, road ma­ 
chinery, feed, labor and all 
court­ 
house expenses have increased in like 
manner, and yet to meet 
this in­ 
crease, we have practically the same 
money we had when conditions were j 
normal. 
During the year 1919, the commis­ 
sioners'* court has met the Visual ex­ 
penses, 
incidental 
to the county’s 
business, and has besides paid out on 
past-due indebtedness, on tick eradi­ 
cation work, on small-pox epidemics, 
and other things not included in the 
usual budget of expenses, t h 1 sum of 
$50,000. 
We have also paid off $4,000 of 
courthouse indebtedness during the 
time. 
Some money was borrowed to 
do all this, but is has been repaid, 
practically all debts of the county set­ 
tled, and on the first of March, there 
was to our credit $50,000. 
We want 
to get out of debt and run the coun­ 
ty’s business strictly on a cash basis. 
Tick Eradication Work 
This work must be continued this 
year, and it results because everyone 
didn’t do his duty last year. 
I want 
to insist that the people co-operate 
with the men who have this work in 
hand. 
Do that this year and the ex­ 
pense and trouble will end. 
Failure 
to do so and this work will drag on 
indefinitely. 
It’s an enorm ous expense to keep 
this work going and Wise county WRI 
not be released Until we have cleaned 
up. 
The Meridian Road 
Up to March the first, there had 
been paid to the contractor on this 
job a little in excess of $33.UGO. The 
am ount originally available tor the 
road was $275,000 
$140,000 by the 
county and $135,000 by the state and 
federal governments. 
The engineer's 
salary and some other items were 
al^C) paid out of this fund. 
Lilt there 
wras remaining on March the 
, st, 
$235,000 of the original $275,000. 
Now', as to the comparative amount 
of work done to the money expend­ 
ed. 
The grading is completed from 
the south line of the county to De­ 
catur. 
Nearly all bridges or cul­ 
verts, about thirty-five in nu rn bey. 
are in place over the same te 
cry. 
Some graveling has been dene, but 
not much. 
That part of the work 
has lagged, but is now being pushed, 
and will be to completion. 
I have made these statem ents for 
the reason that inquiries are being 
m ade concerning the wora, and for 
further reason that the people are en­ 
titled to the facts. 
The amount 
of work, 
as stated 
above, has been done and on March 
the first less than one-seventh of the 
money for this job had been spent. 
As to whether or not this is a fair 
showing, we will not say.

draw your own conclusion. 
The purpose of 
this court 
is to 
build the road, and to carry out a 
contract made by a former riu rt, but 
binding alike upon us and upon the 
people.

COASTING TO DOVER 


z 


How the Pinetown and Dover 
Boys Clashed. 


The Pinetown boys and the Dover boys were 
not on the best of terms, and I don’t suppose 
they ever had been, even in the memory of our 
fathers. 
Rivalries are quite common between 
small country villages, and I presume that was 
at the root of the trouble in this case. 
There was really nothing to boast of on cither 
side. Pinetown comprised about fifteen houses, 
and Dover had one or two fewer. 
In the course of a great many years, however, 
there was no serious trouble with the exception 
of an occasional wordy dispute over fishing 
grounds or the rights of a bit of nutting woods 
and in these cases those first on the spot usu­ 
ally held peaceable possession. 
It was in the winter of 1889 that the first 
serious rupture led to open hostilities. 
There 
was grand coasting during the whole month of 
January and coasting, I may add, was our lead­ 
ing winter sport. 
Pinetown lay on the highest land in that part 
of the Cumberland Valley, and a perfectly 
straight hill descended from the village clear 
to Sample’s Bridge on the Conodoguinet Creek, 
a distance of a mile and a quarter. 
Half a mile below Pinetown was a slight dip 
where the road seemed to pause for breath be­ 
fore plunging on down the next descent and 
from this point forked another road leading by 
a succession of an ugly little drops to the vil­ 
lage of Dover, half a mile away. 
Just beyond 
Dover this road turned abruptly on the edge 
of a high bluff overhanging the creek and ran 
parallel with the latter until it joined the main 
road at Sample’s Bridge. 
The road leading from the “ Forks"—as we 
called it— to Dover was too rugged for coast­ 
ing and so also was the continuation of it 
along the creek. 
Therefore the Dover boys always brought 
their sleds to the Forks and coasted down the 
straight road to Sample’s Bridge—the same 
course used by the Pinetown boys. They might 
just as well have come clear to Pinetown and 
started at the top of tile hill with us, but they 
preferred the Forks as their base of operations, 
and it was this that led to the rupture I have 
spoken of. 
There were eight or ten of us Pinetown boys 
and about the same number from Dover. 
Nat 
Slocum was our acknowledged leader and Ralph 
Benson was the leader of the Dover boys. 
During the early part of January we got along 
am icably enough. 
Our side always ran past 
tile 
Forks 
at lightning speed, and each 
of 
us had a tin trumpet, a blast from which would 
always clear the way. 
We usually trudged up the hill in friendly 
converse with the Dover boys. and sometimes 
we would stop at the Forks and coast down from 
there instead of climbing to the summit at Pine­ 
town. 
When I left the house after supper one night 
I found Nat Slocum and the other boys in 
a state of excitement. 
Nat’s father had given 
him permission to use an old “cutter" that had 
long since been cast aside on account of age and 
general rustiness, and the boys had already 
drugged it lo the crest of the hill. 
The fore­ 
runners were movable, but it was nevertheless 
a most dangerous thing. 
Of course none of us had any misgivings. We 
climbed eagerly in, and Nat stood up in front 
holding the shafts elect in both hands. 
There were seven of us in the cutter on that 
trial trip. Cal Dixon stood up beside Nat, with 
a horn in his hand; the rest of us sat in the 
bottom. 
Bob Orris pushed us on, and then 
climbed iii over the rear end. 
“ Hold your*breath!” cried Nat, as the cutter 
moved slowly over the verge of the hill. “We’ll 
be down at Sample’s Bridge in a minute.’’ 
The next instance we were shooting at t e r ­ 
rific speed down the long, snowy hill. 
Nat 
seemed to have no difficulty in keeping the cut­ 
ter in the centre of the road, and all went well 
until we neared tile Forks. 
Then we were startled to sec the Dover boys 
grouped right across the road, intently examin­ 
ing something which we learned alterward was 
a new sled one of their number had built him­ 
self. 
Cal Dixon had been blowing the horn at in­ 
tervals all the way down and now he blew two 
or three tremendous blasts in succession, keep­ 
ing it up as he neared the Forks. 
I can’t to this day account for the careless­ 
ness of those Dover boys, unless they had no 
idea that we were so close to them. 
The night 
was not very bright and I don’t suppose they 
could see us plainly. 
At all events there they stood in the very 
centre of the load, though we all stood up and 
Bhouted like wild Indians. 
When the cutter 
was within a half a dozen yards of them, they 
suddenly realized their peril and broke apart iii 
con fusion. 
Ralph Benson was the last to move, and we 
struck him sideways and tossed him against 
the fence. 
Another lad was run over about the 
ankles, and then me cutter sped on down the 
hill, smashing to fragments two small sleds that 
were left in the way. 
The cries and threats of the angered Dover 
boys rang out in our ears for some time, and 
tlfe fear that we had done them some fatal in­ 
jurs, must have shattered Nat’s nerves, tor he 
suddenly lost control ol the shafts and a second 
or two later the cutter left the road and plunged 
into a gully which happened to be at that parti­ 
cular point, upsetting and throwing us out in 
every direction. 
We were bruised and scratched up pretty bad- ^ 
Iv, but not otherwise hurt. 
The shafts were 
broken off the cutter, however, and we con­ 
cluded th at it would be better to stick to our 
sleds in the future. 
We started up the hill, pushing the damaged 
cutter ahead of us, and upon reaching the Forks 
we were instantly surrounded by the Dover 
boys. 
They w ere mad clear th l ough, and it was only 
our superior force of numbers that prevented 
a pitched battle right then and there. 
Ralph Benson was pretty severely bruised, 
and the lad whom we ran over was nursing his 
ankles anc! vowing vengeance. The others were 
lamenting* the broken sleds. 
“I assure you it was not oui* fault," said Nat, 
quietly. “I don’t see how you call make it out 
so. 
We ijlew a horn all the way flown the hill 
and shouted ourselves hoarse besides, and yet 


there you fellows stood until we were right on 
top of you. 
I am very sorry you were hurt, 
and as far as the broken sleds go, we are willing 
to make that right." 
But the Dover boys were not to be appeased 
by soft words. 
They were so unreasonable as 
to declare that we gave them no warning, but 
ran them down on purpose. They refused N at’s 
offer to give them new sleds in place of the 
broken ones, and made obscure threats to get 
even with us. 
“You fellows did it on purpose, you know you 
did!" said Ralph Benson, bitterly. 
“You can’t 
make us believe anything else, 
either. 
Just 
wait! our time will come.” 
We saw that it would be useless to argue 
with them further, so we trudged on up the hill, 
greeted by a volley of hisses and hard names. 
Nat was rather put out by the matter, for 
his sister was on very intimate terms with 
Mary Benson, and he feared that Ralph, who 
was a very surly fellow', anyhow, would try lo 
destroy the friendship between the two girls. 
We did no more coasting th at night, and on 
following day a spell of mild and rainy weather 
set in. 
This lasted for five days, and then 


have been madness to try to clear the obstruc­ 
tion or to run into it. 
Nat did the only thing 
possible under the circumstances—he jammed 
the tiller to the right, switching us off on to 
the other road, and a second later we were Hy­ 
ing along toward Dover with frightful velocity. 
We all knew what this meant. 
“The cowards!” cried Nat. 
“So this is their 
revenge! They are probably waiting to pelt us 
with snowballs when we pull up in their own 
village. We’ll turn the tables on them, fellows. 
We’ll shoot through Dover like a meteor, and 
take Hie creek road to the bridge. 
It’s pretty 
rough, but the bob is equal to it." 
Nat shouted so loudly that we heard every 
word above the roar of the wind. 
Tile bob whizzed on with increasing speed, 
and just as ii neared the first tip, which was 
likely to give us a severe shaking up, we saw 
a young girl standing on a little snow-bank to 
the right, and a second later I recognized Mary 
Benson. 
She was waving her muff excitedly toward 
us, as though to warn us back. 
What came next is as vivid to my memory 
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came a cold clearing up which put a hard, 
glassy surface on the roads, and 
made 
the 
coasting better than it had ever been in our 
recollection. 
During this period of enforced abstinence 
from our favorite sport we had not been idle. 
Nat was quite a genius in his way, and, under 
his directions, we spent two days in putting to­ 
gether a huge “bob,” as it was usually called. 
This was simply a long, narrow plank, ad­ 
justed in two coasters. 
The foremost one wa- 
movable, of course, and could be controlled wit- 
perfect ease by a stout handle shaped like the 
letter T, which rose from tile very front end of 
the bob.

MEETING 
I have just read the 
AT PHILLIPPI 
defi of one Texas politi­ 
cian to another. It was 
the same old defi, the 
same old challenge, the 
same old invitation, “FII 
meet you at Philippi.” 
There have been many 
great battles since nation 
began contending with 
nation 
for 
supremacy, 
but only two or three 
that the political warriors 
pay any 
attention to. 
Not much 
is said of 
Waterloo, save by the Napoleons who have met 
defeat and, filled with disgust and chagrin, are 
turning from the cold, clammy game of poli­ 
tics to the St. Helena of private life, where, a 
kindly silence “spreads the couch of ever-wel- 
come rest.” We hear nothing from politicians 
about such eventful contests as Hastings, Ivry, 
Austerlitz or Yorktown. 
Somehow'the names 
do not trill very well on the tongue of the man 
who is seeking office for himself and obscurity 
for his wicked opponent. 
There 
was 
a hot 
fight Et the Lodi Gate, but it gets no mention 
from the Texas office-seeker. 
Blenheim was 
a very decisive contest, and to give it more 
prominence a poet apostrophized it as a “fam­ 
ous victory,” but we get no facts about the 
Blenheim fight from our office-seekbrs. 
Ivry, 
even though it saved France, would never get 
honorable mention were it not that there is 
nothing th at so adorns a peoration 
as “the 
white plume of Navarre.” But there are a few 
battles of olden times that play as big a paid; 
in our political contests as the campaign fund, 
and one of these is Philippi. 
Philippi is the place where the fate of Rome 
was once decided—for a short time. 
There 
were Republicans in Rome. They were not the 
same wicked Republicans that trouble the elect 
of God, the unterrified Democrats of our day, 
but they were Republicans. The bunch was a 
composite something like the Republican party 
of today, in th at is was made up of two kinds 
of people—sm art men who were not good, and 
good men who were not smart. 
Another point 
of resemblance of the Roman Republicans to 
our wicked Republicans of the present day was 
their desire for office. They had made a strong 
effort to crowd their way to the pie table, but 
had been homed off. ^ Tliey might have fared 
pretty well with Caesar, but 
there 
was 
a 
Colonel House in that day, just as there is to­ 
day, and he gave Caesar many valuable point­ 
ers. Mark Anthony was the Colonel House of 
th at century, and it took a wonderful man to 
put

by him. 
When Brutus, the 
best of the Republicans, had examined Caesar’s 
wounds and found that they ran straight to the 
heart, he counted the battle won, but even the 
wise old Brutus did not know what real oratory 
could do when given a fair chance, and so he 
permitted Mark to preach 
Caesar’s 
funeral. 
This was a greater blunder than the “Rum, 
Romanism and Rebellion” speech, which kicked 
the presidential stool from James G. Blaine and 
broke the heart of Maine’s great statesman. 
Mark stirred the friends of Caesar to a frenzy, 
and Brutus rounded up the Republicans. Many 
communications passed between the leaders, but 
each ended with a challenge to meet at Philippi, 
and from that sad day no man hunting a pub­ 
lic job has failed to invite an opponent to meet 


him at Philippi; and Philippi is now the great 
meeting place for politicians of all the world. 
There have been many eventful meetings on 
the grounds where Brutus and Cassius met 
Mark Anthony and Young Octavius, and there 
is to be another meeting on the historic grounds 
this year, for Bob Henry has already extended 
the invitation to mid hurled tfie defi at Tom 
Love.

and motives of men. All of us are fond of the 
Iliad, but I deeply regret that some things were 
not left out of that wonderful classic. 
I do 
not find it in my heart to blame Paris for what 
he did, because it is a common failing of man 
to want a pretty woman when he comes face' 
to face with her beauty and her charms. Most 
assuredly Menaleus is to be commended for the 
part he took in the affair, and history would 
have

as

and 
a 
traitor 
if

had 
made no effort to 
recapture Helen; but, Homer should' have 
left Achilles out of his story. 
Achilles, you 
well remember, pouted and “sulked in his tent.” 
Other men have acted as badly, but, unfortun­ 
ately for the world, Homer told all about the 
m atter, and from that day to this we have not 
had a political contest without 
an 
“Achilles 
sulking in his tent.” 
I do not know who is to 
be the Achilles this year. 
It may be that Billy 
Bryan will play the role, it may be our own 
Joe Bailey, or the eloquent senator from Miss­ 
ouri, and there is a possibility that Samuel 
Gompers will be the Achilles, but, as sure as 
you are born, we will not get through the 
great national campaign without an “Achilles 
sulking in his tent.”

Another m atter that should not have been 
mentioned by the great writer is the “Greek 
Horse.” 
The Greeks were up against a hard 
proposition, and it was all right for them to 
use strategy, for all things are fair in love and 
war. The German who advised the use of the 
gas bomb, nor the German who engineered the 
U-boat campaign, has any greater claims to 
resourcefulness than does the Greek who worked 
out the big horse scheme. 
It was a plan well 
laid and splendidly executed and it did the 
work, but for all th at I say it was very un­ 
fortunate for the world when the m atter got 
into print. There fms been a “Greek horse” in 
every political contest from that day to this, 
and already there are rumblings to the effect 
that somebody is going to work the “Greek 
horse” scheme during the present campaign. I 
can’t say just yet who the gift-bearing Greeks 
are to be, but they wilLshow up in good time, 
and we will have to hear over and over again 
from the stump the story of the Greek horse.

There is one more place of contest, and just 
one more, as I remember, that gets any mention 
from the office-seekers, and that is Runnymede. 
The orator who goes running for votes without 
fii-st learning all about Runnymede, and what 
was enacted there, will not get very far, and 
need not stay up late on the night of the elec­ 


tion to learn the result of the balloting. Run­ 
nymede is somewhere in England and enjoys 
the distinction of having one of the finest race 
tracks in the world. It is said to be a beautiful 
spot, with clear, running brooks, well-kept trees, 
and grass as fine as grows in the blue grass 
regions of Kentucky. 
But it was not the race 
track or the natural beauty of the place that 
gave Runnymede a tail-hold on fame. 
It was 
there, as you will recall, th at the hard-headed 
barons of England forced King John to sign 
Magna Charta, the great document that slaps 
tyrants in the Lace every time they undertake 
to forge the chains of slavery or take away 
any of the liberties of the people. I prize lib­ 
erty as highly as any man. 
The name itself 
always causes me to sit up and take notice. 
I will shout if you repeat Patrick Henry's 
speech before the Virginia assembly; I will 
buckle on my armor if you declaim “Spartacus 
to the Gladiators,” I will get up at midnight and 
go in search of oppressors if you read “Marco 
Bozarris,” and I will smite tyrants in a hurry 
if you read, in my hearing, “Rienzi’s Address 
to the Romans,” but I am getting a little tired 
of King John, Runnymede and Magna Charta. 
The English didn’t get anything like as much 
at Runnymede as we got from the declaration of 
independence, and our orators should be pa­ 
triotic enough to give our immortal document 
preference over Magna Charta in their perora­ 
tions on liberty, ev^n though the words de­ 
claration of independence wont fit into an apos­ 
trophe to liberty like the words King John at 
Runnymede.

not one in which the English barons were not 
given the star roles in wresting the people’s 
liberties from tyrants, with King John as the 
conquered villi an of the play, and Runnymede 
as the stage. One North Texas orator has my 
thanks for changing up the story a bit.

over the plutocrats of latter days he declared 
that no such victory had been won in the name 
of liberty “since old John Runnymede run 
off with Maggie C arter.”

Texas has sustained many losses this year on 
account of unfavorable weather, and much com­ 
plaint has been made on account of the losses. 
We are prone to forget, however, that the un­ 
favorable weather has worked a great saving 
to Texas people. There are in Texas about five 
hundred thousand automobiles. These automo­ 
biles consume, on an average, when the weather 
is propitious, not less than two gallons each a 
day, or a million gallons every two days. There 
have been, since November I, five weeks th at 
autdmobiles could not be run, and this has saved 
the people of Texas fully sixteen million gallons 
of gasoline, which is worth in the market four 
million dollars. We have saved, then, a princely 
sum through the rains and mud, and people 
ought to be willing to give their savings to 
good causes. 
How would it do, at the next 
session of the Legislature, to enact a law re­ 
quiring all auto owners to pay their savings in 
gasoline into a road fund for the construction 
of good highways? Having nqthing to do with 
an auto, I favor the law herein proposed.

groves of timber that dotted them here and 
there, I forgot that there was ever such a 
thing as an Indian in existence.

Beneath Which)Are Valuable 
Oil Deposits. 
BY W. 
N. BEARD. 


Seldom has a case been filed in American 
Courts in which history has been involved to 
the extent that it is in the question of the own­ 
ership of the channel of Red River, between 
Wichita County, Texas, and Tillman County, 
Oklahoma, beneath the bed of which are valu­ 
able oil deposits. 
This question has-been engrossing the atten­ 
tion of .lawyers, oil men, land-owners, and Fed­ 
eral and State officials. 
The State of Texas 
claims ownership to the bed of the river to the 
centre of the channel, while the Federal Govern­ 
m ent and the State of Oklahoma oppose the 
claim of Texas under the term s of the treaty 
with Spain, made in 1819, by which th ! north­ 
ern boundly of the Spanish dominions in Texas 
was designated as the south bank of Red River. 
The Federal authorities hold th at the owner­ 
ship of the Red River bed areas in dispute was 
vested iii the Indian tribes, which owned the 
adjacent reservations, and the State of Okla­ 
homa m aintains that, as a meandering stream, 
the bed of Red River is State property, and 
should be leased for the benefit of the State 
School Fund. 
The River Land in Controversy. 
The river land in controversy is described as 
being from five to ten miles northwest of Burk­ 
burnett, Wichita County, opposite blocks 94, 95, 
96, 97, 98, 6 and 820 in the newr Waggoner City 
pool. The Burk-Senator, Burk-Divide and sev­ 
eral other valuable oil wTells which were brought 
in on this river bed property, have extended 
the proven oil territory of the original Burk- 
Waggoner pool to the bed of the Red River. 
Many prominent geologists insisted that the 
big pool of oil defined as the Burk-Waggoner 
pool w’ould not extend to the banks of Red 
River, and therefore when the Burk-Senator 
well wras drilled into a deep oil sand and shot 
oil over the derrick, it created profound ex­ 
citement in oil circles. 
While the Burk-Senator and other w'ells were 
drilling in the river bed, I was in Wichita Falls 
and made inquiry of dozens of well informed 
oil men as to whether there was any probability 
of the Burk-Waggoner oil field extending to 
the river bed or across the river into Tillman 
County, Okla. 
These dozens of well informed 
men told me emphatically that there wasn’t “a 
chance” of getting oil in the bed of the river 
or in Tillman County; nevertheless two weeks 
ago Tillman County sent out a report, well 
authenticated it seems, that a producing oil well 
had been brought in in that county. So much 
for the reliability of expert opinion and the 
vagaries of the oil game. 
This land, which is claimed by both Oklahoma 
and Texas, is situated in the old Red River bed1 
between Wichita County, Texas, and Tillman 
County, Oklahoma. 
Where the Burk-Senator 
and other wells have been drilled is in the old 
part of the river bed, south of the main channel 
of the river. At some remote period the river 
here shifted its main channel to the north to­ 
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hands.” The ranger explained th at the mount­ 
ed camera looked, in the distance, “too d—n 
much like a rapid fire gun.” 
January 23, twrenty-eight Texas rangers, un­ 
der command of A djutant General Pope, pitched 
their tents and wrent into camp in the Red River 
bottom between the Sparks well of the Gen­ 
eral Oil Company and one of the Burk-Divide 
wells. The twenty-eight rangers are encamped 
on land claimed by both Texas and Qklaho- 
ma. Jan. 28 Texas took possession of and ap­ 
pointed a receiver for Burk-Divide wrell No. I. 
The dispute, however, is not deterring oil 
operators from entering the river bed northwest 
of Burkburnett, and among the new rigs re­ 
ported is the No. I State Land of the Marigold 
Oil Company, just north of Block 820. 
The 
Burk-Divide Oil Company, which is now the 
storm-center of the boundary dispute 
has one 
wrell, No. I, w’hich flowed oil over the derrick 
and another well, No. 2, drilling around 1,500 
feet. An Oklahoma receiver was in charge of 
well No. 2 despite the injunction issued at Aus­ 
tin several weeks ago. 
Geology of Red River. 
The geological formations of Red River, from 
its source to its mouth, are varied and peculiar. 
It is much the same through all of the upper 
and low'er plains country and there is no per­ 
ceptible change in its formations until it leaves 
Clay County and enters Montague County, when 
the channel somewhat narrows and deepens and 
the banks become higher and take on more 
vegetation. It is almost a treeless river for the 
greater part of its course throughout the Pan­ 
handle and below the caprock of the lower 
plains country. 
There the water in the main 


ward the Oklahoma line, and left a dry bed of 
red sand, on the Texas side, which is ^inundated 
occassionally during stages of high wanter, The 
Burk-Senator Company leased part of this old 
river bed and began drilling in it for oil last 
spring. Other locations followed, until now the 
entire river bed, extending for several miles 
northwest and southeast of Waggoner City is 
spotted w'ith derricks and locations. 
Armed forces now guard the river on oppo­ 
site sides from the Burk-Senator and other 
wells. 
Texas rangers guard the river at this 
point on the Texas side and federal and Okla­ 
homa officers guard the river o n jh e Oklahoma 
side. 
The armed forces on both sides of the 
river have instructions from their respective 
governors, not to permit, under any circum­ 
stances, the seizure or occupation of the dis­ 
puted land by either of the opposing forces, but, 
January 15, a party of Texans took charge of 
the Burk-Divide oil property without resist­ 
ance from Oklahomans who were in charge of 
the property. The Oklahomans peaceably pick­ 
ed up them camp belongings and recrossed 
the river on the approach of the Texans. 
At one time a report w'as circulated that d;he 
armed forces had clashed and blood had flow­ 
ed, but, fortunately, the report proved er­ 
roneous. 
An incident which recently occured, 
however, shows how high is the tension be­ 
tween the Texas rangers and the federal offi­ 
cers. A motion picture photographer, with his 
machine mounted, was attem pting to get some 
photographs of the Burk-Senator well and the 
river bed surrounding the well from the Okla­ 
homa side, w'hen a ranger pointed his rifle at 
him and commanded him to “throw up his

POULTRY 
YOUNG PULLETS BEST LAYERS 
The most profitable age of laying stock for 
egg production is from 6 to 7 months to 21/2 
years, although there are many poultrymen 
who keep flocks where the m ajority of birds 
ale much older, and usually these are the very 
same poultry raisers who wonder at their in­ 
ability to secure a plentiful supply of eg*gs. 
1 oung and vigorous stock in the laying house 
is much more profitable. 
Many poultrymen 
who make a specialty of winter egg production 
keep only pullets, marketing all hens in the fall, 
just prior to the time the birds are placed in 
winter quarters, or at whatever period the 
moult begins. It usually pays, however, to keep 
good layers for two seasons. 
Purchasers of poultry at this season should 
select early hatched pullets, as they should be­ 
gin laying as soon as they become accustomed 
to their new quarters. 
For egg production 
pullets should be secured and not hens. 
It is 
an acknowledged fact that fowls lay more eggs 
in the pullet year than at any time there­ 
after.

THE POULTRY HOI SE 
If properly constructed, the poultry house 
should not be heated during the winter months. 
Artificial heat is not advisable and is seldom if 
eyer used for full grown stock. 
The hen is 
fitted out with a waim coat of new feathers 
following the moulting season and wall be en­ 
tirely comfortable the coldest day in winter if 
the poultry house is built right. 
There should 
not be any cracks in the house to permit of 
drafts and the inside should be well lined with 
tar paper. The double w’all house for the win­ 
ter is best. Good ventilation is imperative. A 
muslin curtain covering one window will allow' 
enough fresh air without interfering with the 
warmth of the house. Care should be taken to 
see that substantial roofing material is used. 
In unusually cold weather it would be well to 
drop a curtain in front of the roosts as a pre­ 
caution against freezing the birds’ combs. This 
is seldom necessary, however.

MASH MIXTURE MAKES GOOD CHICKEN 
RATION. 
A satisfactory ration 
for 
feeding young 
chicks as tried out by the Ohio Experiment Sta­ 
tion during the last few’ w’eeks is a mash com­ 
posed of two parts by weight of ground corn, 
three parts bran and one part fine meat scrap. 
Cracked corn is also used as a grain ration. 
The mash mixture is fed from a self-feeder 
after the chicks are four weeks old; before this 
time it is given at three regular intervals daily. 
For feeding chicks that come directly from 
the incubator equal parts by w’eight of the mash 
and boiled eggs has been found satisfactory.

England is about to adopt the American a tti­ 
tude toward undesirable aliens. 
The recent ac­ 
tion in America, reports of which have spread 
widely over England, has received unqualified 
approval from members of every branch of tim 
B ritish Government. 
Bolsheviks, I. W. W., an­ 
archists and agitators of every description are 
not wanted in England any more than they are 
wanted in the United States. 
The British Government intends following a 
s t]ong policy to clear the country of undesir­ 
able aliens, but the question of deporting sev- 
oia 1 thousand aliens depends largely on tile 
means of transportation. 
At present there is 
no Russian port available, but as soo.o as condi­ 
tions make it possible, the undesirables will be 
returned to “country of origin.”

(C ontinued from Page 7 .) 


of the bigger eotfomvood trees attain a growth 
of six feet in diameter, and are very fall and 
straig h t bodied. 
I have hunted squirrels among 
these tall cottonwoods, in Red River bottom, and 
it requires a keen eye to discover a squirrel 
perched in thc forks of the topmost bough of 
one of these tall trees and a quick well aimed 
shot to bring him down. 
A t high stages, from December to June, Red 
River is continually shifting its channel in this 
p art of the state, by eroding one bank and 
making deposits on the other. 
Several years 
ago a farm er north of DeKalb, Texas, lost his 
tire farm by the river shifting its course 
covering his farm with w ater from one to 
en feet deep. 
The River’s Course Through Louisiana. 
In its course through Louisiana the river has 
built up a flood-plain with silt deposits more 
rapidly than its tributaries, with the result th at 
numerous lakes and bayous have been formed 
on either side, and Cypress Bayou was at one 
time so flooded th at boats in the early days of 
Texas, plied between Shreveport, La., and Jef­ 
ferson, Texas.
